Signs Confession 
He Carried Child 
To Field to Rape 


JO P L IN , Mo. UP) — A n ear-illit­ 
erate farm h an d w ith a record of 
m orals violations, adm itted today 
he 
abducted 
D onna 
Sue 
Davis 
from h er crib S u n d ay because he 
w anted to “get ahold of a girl.” 
The beaten and raped body of 
the 2-year-old Sioux City, Iowa, 
child w as found the next day. 
In a signed confession to Joplin 
police, A u d rey B randt, 42. said he 
carried D onna Sue to a cornfield 
on the N ebraska side of the Mis_ 
souri R iver 
“and tried to rape 
h er.” 
Went To Pieces 
W hen 
the 
child 
scream ed, 
B ra n d t’s confession said, “ I final­ 
ly hit h er and I w ent to pieces. 1 
d o n ’t know how m any tim es 1 hit 
h er afte r that. 
“W hen I left h er she w as lying 
q u iet and not m aking an y noise.” 
B ran d t has not ad m itted killing 
the girl, no m u rd e r charge has 
been filed. 
B ran d t said he left his home at 
L aP o rte City, Iowa, about 1:30 p. 
m., and reached Sioux City about 
dark. He said he noticed a woman 
sitting on a porch. A fter taking 
his

across

river, 
B ran d t said he retu rn ed to the 
house. 
“1 thought I w ould ask the w o­ 
m an lor some coffee, but I took a 
notion 1 would ra th e r get ahold of 
a girl. A nd 1 w ent aro u n d to the 
bedroom w indow , looked in, and 
saw a child on the bed. 
“I opened the screen and ca r­ 
ried the child out. Ju st after I left 
the house some m an yelled at me 
and I ju st w ent on w ith the child” .

Military Reserve Bill 
Passage Expected Shorn

Donnelly Calls It One 
Of M ost Significant 
Long Range Measures 


JE F F E R S O N CITY UP) — A bill

“ In my ju d g m en t,” he said, “ it 
creates a sound legislative fo u n ­ 
dation for the construction of a 
m odern penal system . 
Provides Security 
“W orking w ith in the fram ew ork 
of this act, it will be possible over 
a nu m b er of y ears to build a state 
penal system w hich will provide 
greatly increased security, a vast­ 
ly im proved personnel, an en larg ­ 
ed industrial and productive o r­ 
ganization that will provide work 
for every inm ate, an d an educa­ 
tional. religious, recreational and 
vocational p ro g ra m th a t w ill in_ j 
sure the reh ab ilitatio n of a large! 
percentage of ou r penal popula- J 
tion.” 
The bill w as th e w o rk of a spe­ 
cial H ouse-S cnate stu d y com m it-) 
tee headed by Sen. J. F. P a tte r- i 
son (D) of C a ru th ersv ille and Rep. j 
Richard H. Ichord (D) of Texas j 
County.

An industrial advisory board of 
labor and m anagem ent rep resen ­ 
tatives will help develop a prison 
industrial program geared to pro­ 
ducts that can be used by other 
state institutions and agencies. 
A resident physician will replace 
the present p art time doctor and I 
a broad new program oi ed u ca­ 
tion, vocational training and ic_ 
creation is provided.
